Ballantine Sees Carriers 
as Indispensable to Re- 
covery and Says R. F. C.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—()—Ar- 
thur Ballantine, under-secretary of the 
treasury, told a senate committee to- 
day it wc1ild be a tragic mistake to 
withdraw federal aid now from the

SACRAMENTO, Cal., Feb. 9.—(A” 
More than $325,000 in currency and 
Bank of America bonds were stolen 
by three bandits in a daring holdup 
at the main pdstoffice at Seventh 
and K streets here tonight. 

The bandits surprised and disarm- 
ed a truck driver and an armed 
guard on the loading platform inthe 
rear of the postoffice building, grab- 
bed a double-locked sack of outgoing 
registered mail and vanished. 

Although an exact check of the 
contents of the mail sack had not 
been completed, postal inspectors said 
they were certain that at least $125, 
000 in currency, largely in smai! 
bills, and approximately £200.000 in 
Bank of America tonds were stoler. 

Whether additional securities were 
sto!en could not be ascertained pend- 
ing a detailed check.

A golden silence on the debts pre- 
yailed in the house of commons today 
but Prime Minister MacDonald took 
occasion to make it clear that for the 
present Great Britain is not prepared 
to return to the gold standard, thus 
probably eliminating any American 
hope of raising this question effective- 
ly during the conference at Washing- 
ton next month. 

A questioner in the house asked 
the prime minister to clarify a recent 
statement at Geneva by Sir Frederick 
Leith-Ross, British member of the 
preparatory commission for the world 
economic conference, who outlined cer- 
tain conditions under which Great 
Britain would return to gold. 

“I should like to make it clear,” 
said Mr. MacDonald, “that theSe state- 
ments do not indicate that Great 
Britain is prepared to return to the 
gold standard under the present cir- 
cumstances. 

“On the contrary, they make it 
plain, in the words used by the pre- 
paratory committee of experts at Ge- 
neva, that there are a number of cco- 
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nomic as well as financial conditions 
which must be fulfilled before resto- 
ration of the international gold stand- 
ard can be a practical ‘possibility.” 

Apparently it has been definitely 
decided that Mr. MacDonald will head 
the Brtish mission to Washington and 
that it will include Neville Chambcr- 
lain, chancellor of the exchequer, and 
Walter Runciman, president of the 
board of trade.

Low Mark of 12 Predicted 


By Weatherman for Today; 
Nation’s Death Toll Mounts 


Atlanta Thursday encountered an- 
other frigid night while other scc- 
tions ‘of the country shivered in the 
lowest temperatures in years, with 

rospects of only slight relief today 
rom a slowly climbing mercury. 
George W. Mindling, official meteorol- 
ogist for the Atlanta area, predicted 
a low mark of 12 degrees at 6 o'clock 
this morning and a maximum reading 
this afternoon of about 32. 

Citizens of Atlanta and Georgia 
awoke Thursday morning to find 
thermometers showing 6-degree-above- 
zero temperatures and anxiously be- 
gan a check to determine damage. In 
many cases nerlect caused burst wa- 
ter Bo vy- anc motorists who had 
failed to provide anti-freeze substance 
for cars found damaged vehicles. . The 
streets were filled’ with steaming and 
stalled autos. 

Damage to fruit, tables and 
other crops could not accurately 
estimated by the United States or the 
Georgia departments of agriculture. 
Until warmer weather-thaws out the 
plants and shoots, no definite idea of 
damage can be given, officials said. 

Georgia's winter grain crop, netting 
farmers an average amount of $8,000,- 
000 to $10,000,000 from oats, wheat 
and rye, may suffer considerable 


dam- |

tage from ‘the hard freeze, according 
to H. G. Hastings, seed expert. Mr. 
Hastings said that whenever tempera- 
tures get *elow 20 degrees after grain 
is above the ground, damage is likely 
to result. 

Extent cf the damage will depend 
largely on the rate of the thaw, Mr. 
Hastings said, “If we do not have 
too quick a thaw, the grain probably 
will come out again from the roots, 
although the temperatures have killed 
the tops,” Mr. Hastings said. “The 
damage cannot be accurately determin- 
ed until after the thaw, on that ac- 
count.” 

Mr. Hastings said that in the pres- 
ent case, a heavy rain followed by a 
hard freeze causes a process in the 
ground known to farmers as “spewing 
up,” in which airholes form in the 
ground and. allow the cold air to reach 
the roots of the grain, drying out rath- 
er than freezing the roots. 

At the Hastings farm. the tops of 
the grain are laying flat, apparently 
killed, but there has been no py 
amount of “spewing up,” Mr. Hast- 
ings said. He pointed out t in the 
west, where weather is colder than 
in Georgia, the grain are cov- 
ered by a protecting blanket of snow

The bill would become effective im- 
mediately after its passage: but pro- 
vision is made for a negative referen- 
dum at the next general election. That 
is, after operation until the fall of 
1934, if the voters of the city want a 
referendum on the law, it can be had 
if one-fourth of the qualified voters 
so desire. 

Cities Over 200,000 Affected. 

The measure is a gehera] bill with 
local application for Atlanta only in 
that it provides that only municipal- 
ities of more than 200,000 population 
are affected. 

The bill amends the penal code of 
the state, which at present makes it a 
misdemeanor for any person to follow 
his ordinary calling on the Lord’s day 
except in cases of necessity or charity. 

Representative Hartsfield, who said 
he would not support the measure, 
said also he would not oppose it in 
the committee so that it could get on 
the floor for discussion by all of the 
members of the house. He added that 
he wanted it treated as a general bill. 

Senator Walter A, Sims, of Atlanta, 
and Senator Robert W. Campbell, of 
Covington, who represents that part 
of the city lying in DeKalb county, 
and the members of the DeKalb coun- 
ty delegation in the house have not 
made known their views on the bill. 

_After receiving the Sunday movie 
bill, the house went into a discussion 
of a resolution calling for an investi- 
gation of the valuations of public util- 
ities operating in the state while the 
senate was debating and approving a 


resolution to investigate penal condi- || 


tions in the state. The house did not 
reach a vote on the investigation reso- 
lution as an adjournment was voted 
at 1 o’clock to hear an address by 
Dr. Charles H. Herty. 

Power Given Regents. 

The senate also passed bills during 
its. session permitting the board of 
regents to consolidate, merge or sus- 
pend institutions or departments, al- 
low the payment of appropriations for 
institutions under control of the board 
in a lump sum and to provide that 
the board may change its fiscal year 
to correspond with the scholastic year 
instead of the calendar year. Similar 
bills have been approved by the house 
committee on the university system.

Aged Woman ‘Willing Sacritite,’ 
Cult Slaying Prisoner Declares 


By JOHN L. BOWEN. 

INEZ, Ky., Feb. 9.—(7)—One of 
eight cult members held in a weird 
“sacrifice” slaying told authorities to- 
day that Mrs. Lucinda Mills, the 72- 
— victim, was a “willing sacri- 
ice,” 

She wanted, County Attorney Jas- 
per Preece said he was told by her 
son-in-law, Bla:ne McGinnis, to do 
something to help her son, Leonard, 
who has been confined for years in a 
Kentucky state asylum. 

The strange story of the happen- 
ings in the Mills cabin, located on the 
edge of .Tomahawk, a hamlet ifi this 
isolated mountainou. county, was told 
to the attorney while the aged wom- 
an’s body was being carried to a 
mountainside crypt. 

A erude sled drawn over the icy 
ground was used by the neighbors. 

McGinnis, one of the eight cult 
members held in the Martin county 
jail, told him, Preece said, that Mrs. 
Mills made no resistance as her son 
John, 36, leader of the cult, began 
strangling her Sunday night as the 
climax of a long period of fasting, 
dancing and shouting in the “un- 
known tongue.” 

“‘T would willingly give my life 
for my son, Leonard,’” Preece said 
MeGinnis quoted Mrs. Mills as saying 
when plans for a “sacrifice” were be- 
ing made, 

“She was the first among us to ex- 
perience the new sensation,” Preece 
quote McGinnis, “and she thought by 


sacrificing her life she might help her 
son in some way.” 


Preece said he also was told that 
three other “socrifices” had been de- 
cided upon. 

Meanwhile John Mills lapsed again 
into a stupor in his small cell, after 
a violent physical encounter with jail- 
ers that ended when he was chained 
to cell bars. 

Force was used earlier by Dr. W. 
N. Keith, county health officer, to 
break a “hunger strike’ of the cult 
leader. He has been repudiated by his 
followers, all members of the Mills 
family by marriage or relationship. 
Jailer Dan Harman said they now 
charge him with “loosening evil spir- 
its among us.” 

The other cult members, four men 
and three women, alternately prayed 
and sang in their cells as they await- 
ed a hearing Saturday. 

John will be arraigned, charged 
with murder, before County Judge T. 
J. Hardin Saturday, Six others face 
charges of being accessories in the 
slaying. An eighth is held as a ma- 
terial witness. 

The fantastic rites which ended in 
the death of the aged woman were 
preceded by a period of fasting that 
began on Friday, Preece said. There 
were several hours of wild dancing 
and incantations before the woman 
was strangled. 

Officers called by alarmed neigh- 
bors broke into the cabin after Mrs. 
Mills was slain. They found chains 
wrapped around her body, they said. 
and preparations were being discussed 
for burning her body on an altar or 
cross.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—(F)— 
The customs bureau notified the sen- 
ate today that passage of the treasury 
bill as it stands with its drastic econ-

MORE POWER FOR REGENTS. 

The passage by the senate, with- 
out a dissenting vote, of three bills 
increasing the power and authority 
of the state board of regents, is a 
well-merited expression of confi- 
dence in the board, born of Its 
splendid record during its first year 
of existence. 

The university system, under the 
able management of the board of 
regents, effected economies total- 
ing more than $500,000 during the 


year. 
In view of this splendid record, 


it is not surprising that the senate 
promptly granted greater latitude te 
the board in its supervision of the 
operation of all the institutions com- 
prising the university system of the 
state. 

The first, and probably most im- 
portant, of the bills passed by the 
senate calls for the turning over te 
the board of regents, in a lump 
sum, of the entire appropriation for 
maintenance of the various institu- 
tions. The question of allocating 
this sum to the different ‘branches 
would be left entirely to the judg- 
ment of the board. 

There can be little doubt that the 
board, thoroughly familiar with the 
needs and requirements of each of 
the colleges, is more competent to 


distribute the appropriation than is, 


the legislature, which can have, at 


best, only a superficial knowledge, 


of these needs. The proposal will 


also give a greater flexibility to the | 


expenditure of the appropriation by 
which such exigencies as may arise 
can be promptly cared for.

NO PLACE FOR GOVERNMENT. 


It is not surprising that the spe- 
cial house committee should repott 
that the government has “estab- 
lished a chain of business activities 
repugnant to our fundamental demo- 
cratic activities.” In view of the 
widespread ramifications of govern- 
ment interference into the orderly 
conduct of business, this conclusion 
is eminently justified. 

The committee, after hearing 
more than 600 witnesses and delv- 
ing deeply into the situation as it 
affected every major business in- 
terest in the country, finds that 
“the operations of the federal gov- 
ernment in the field gof private en- 
terprise have reached a magnitude 
and diversity which threatens to re- 
duce the private initiative, curtail 
the opportunities and infringe upon 
the earning powers of taxpaying un- 
dertakings, while steadily increasing 
the levies upon them.” 

These governmental interferences 
with organized business have gone 
far towards undermining and handi- 
capping many of the basic indus- 
tries of the nation. 

The activities of the farm board 
have disrupted cottor and wheat 
marketing systems developed over 
the course of many decades. Pro- 
ducers, brokers and _ wholesalers 
ralike have suffered from the inex- 
cusable meddling which, instead of 
improving conditions, has served to 
force prices to the lowest points in 
many. years. 

The plight of the railroads has 
been made materially worse by the 
competition of barges plying inland 
waterways, and operating at govern- 
ment expense. 

These barge lines, authorized for 
“experimentation,” are, in the last 
analysis, subsidized competition 
which other types of transportation, 
privately owned, are unable to suc- 
cessfully meet. 

Through the army transport serv- 
ice, army and navy canteens, the 
manufacture of uniforms and 
leather goods, restaurants in gov- 
ernment buildings, 3nd in manifold 
other ways, the government is tak- 
ing away annually a huge amount 
of trade from regularly established 
commercial and industrial interests.

Spain and 
Anarchy. 

In most countries people think in 
terms of socialism or communism 
when they study social problems and 
few are aware that anarchism exists 
as a powerful political group notably 
in Spain. It was the anarchists who 
recently set off those sparks of revo- 
lution which disturbed all Spain. 
When I visited that country recently 
I met several of the anarchist lead- 
ers. They are a curious crowd. You 
find among them some of the most gen- 
tle souls that can be imagined, and 
on the other ‘hand, individuals who 
are really nothing but ruthless gun- 
men and bomb-throwers. The great 
leaders of anarchistic thought are 
Count Leon Tolstoy, Prince Peter 
Kropotkine, Michael Bakunin and the 
distinguished French scientist Elysee 
Recluse after whom a _ prominent 
street in Paris is named. 

Now, nove of these men were wild- 
eyed, violent individuals. They were. 
in fact, figures of world-importance. 
They preached the idea of human 
brotherhood, but they did not believe 
in political organization. They are 
against mass-action, ‘They are indi- 
vidualists. In this they differ funda- 
mentally from comniunism. ‘The free 
unfoldment of the individual in a free 
society with a minimum of govern- 
ment interference that in short, 
their aim. Of course, this statement of 
the object of t' at movement is very 
fragmentary. Learned and bulky 
text books have been wriiten by an 
archist tacticians to mak “iear wha: 
they really stand for. These cannot 
be summarized in a few sentences. 

Yet it is hard to find anything in 
Tolstoy’s works to justify the kind of 
direct action of which we have re- 
cently had a display in Spain. Nor 
have I been able to find which an- 
archist tactician approves the assassi- 
nation of heads of states. It strikes 
me, therefore, that the anarchist move- 
ment is made up of idealists on the 
one hand and of a bunch of gunmen 
on the other. Between the monarch- 
ists on one side and these anarchists 
extremists on the other, the democratic 
government of Spain is having a diffi- 
cult time. Both have tried a_ revo- 
lution. And although both have failed, 
both are going to try again. Masses 
of bombs are recovered every day by 
the Spanish police, but the factory 
which turns out these bombs has not 
been located.

eCYANIDE POISONING. 
Hydrocyanic (prussic) acid is a no- 
torious poison, but its lethal effects 
are far less spectacular in fact than 
they are in legend and fiction. In fic- 
tion this poison makes a neat enough 
job of Old Skinner Chur] and provides

catching the butler in the act of bury- 
ing a paper of crumbled peach pits, 
but in fact the tell-tale odor of bitter 


almonds that hangs about the corpse 
renders this poison unpopular. Not- 
withstanding the volatility of hydro- 
gen cyanid or hydrocynaic acid, its 
presence has been detected in the body 
two months after death—sorry if this 
gums the plot of a germinating mys- 
tery story. It is-still a simple matter 
for a facile author to get around 
the difficulty. Have a cherry-laure! 
(Prunts Laurocerasus) growing 
just outside the library window, and 
crush some of the leaves and arrange 
them sentimentally about the serene 
old boy just before the coroner arrives. 
_ Potassium cyanid is commonly used 
in metal polishing and plating, the 
jewelers employ it with [ittle concern 
about its poisonous character. 

Hydrocyanie acid gas or vapor has 
been used as fumigant for destroy- 
ing vermin, especially rats in the hold 
of ships and bedbugs and other pests 
in houses, but so fatal accidents 
have shown that i®98 too dangerous 
for this use in human habitations. 
though it is still advantageously em- 
oyed for the extermination of rats in 
the holds of ships under the rigid con- 
trol of the port sanitary authorities. 

Hitherto there has been no very ef- 
fective antidote for hydrocyanic poi- 
soning. Jf the dose is a fatal one 
death ensues in from 1 to 49 minutes. 
If the victim survives as long as one 
hour the chances are good for com- 
plete recovery. The effects of the 
pane are speedy, but if recovery fol- 
ows the symptoms abate as rapidly as 
they come on.

SENATE APPROVES 
AGRICULTURE BILL

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Norbeck Invites Investi- 
gation of Senate Prob- 
ing Committee. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.— A 
charge that a senate investigating 
committee is “white-washing” the 
stock exchange and a demand that 
the committee itself be investigated to- 
night left its chairman, Norbeck, of 
South Dakota, belligerently welcoming 
such an inquiry. 

David A, Olson, a committee investi- 
gator, resigned in protest at what he 
claimed were tactics designed in gen- 
eral to uphold Wall Street practices 
as unblameworthy. 

The call for an investigation of the 
committee’s conduct of the inquiry 
came from a group named the “New 
York Stock Exchange Reform Com- 
mittee,” an organization not connected 
with the stock exchange and little 
known in the financial district. 

Said Norbeck: 

“I don’t know whether those who 
claim to be reformers are actually re- 
formers, but I am suspicious because 
so many things have been thrown in 
our way lately. 

“But, if these people seek a fuller 
investigation, I certainly want to help 
them. I will welcome an investigation, 
and if they are earnestly seeking to 
get a fuller investigation of the stock 
exchange, I want to co-operate with 
them in every way I can.” 

Of Olson, his comment was: 

“Mr. Olson was formerly employed 
by a large tax-accounting firm and it 
was originally hoped that his services 
would be very useful to the committee. 

‘These hopes have not been realized. 
Mr. Olson’s tendency to exaggerate 
and his inaccuracy as to facts have 
largely offset the value of his other 
services.” ’ 

He added that Olson had “demanded 
large fees from the committee,” 

The reform committee, in its report, 
said the senatorial committee “has 
completelyecollapsed and is, and has 
been, doing; nothing more than prac- 
tising a defeption upon the people of 
the United States.” 

_It contended attorneys skilled in 
financial matters were not employed

ARKANSAS LAW SIGNED 
FOR FORECLOSURE CASES 


LITTLE ROGK, Ark., Feb. 9.—@) 
Governor J. M. Futrell today signed 
into law a measure described in the 
legislature as a. compromise mortgage 
moratorium bill, granting the chan- 
cery courts of the state broad discre- 
tionary powers in mortgage foreclo- 
sure cases. 

It was drafted by a committee for 
the governor after several morat6rium 
measures which lawyers had declared 
unconstitutional had been introduced 
in the legislature. 

The new law provides. that foreclo- 
sure decrees or decrees confirming fore- 
closure sales may be rendered only 


during the first three days of the regu- | 


lar term of courts, of which there are 
two each year. 

Answers in foreclosure suits are not 
due until three months after the serv- 
ice of summons or publication of the 
warning orders. 

The courts, in fixing the time for a 
foreclosure sale, “shall have regard to 
economic conditions and shall fix the 
date of sale at a time that will insure, 
if possible, a fair price for the prop- 
erty, having due regard to the inter- 
ests of both the creditor and _ the 
debtor,” says the law. . 

It also empowers the courts to or- 
der a resdle “if it is made to appear 
to the court that a better price could 
be obtained at a resale, or if any one 
agrees to bid a substantially higher 
amount at a resale.”

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‘to fall under the eritical analysis of 
the speaker, who recommended its 
complete reorganization. 

“But whenevér we try to do some- 
thing in the way of reorganizing the 
judiciary of the state, it is from the 
lawyers that we meet our greatest 
opposition,” he charged. “The legal 
profession in the state of Georgia pre- 
sents the only real obstacle we have 
ever experiencec in our attempts to 
bring about an improvement in the 
judiciary of the state.” 

The speaker asserted that reduction 
of the prices of automobile license 
tags and the abolition of ad valorem 
taxes would not greatly relieve the 
taxpayers, because, he explained, the 
cost of local governments—county and 
municipal—is too high, and first must 
be reduced. 

“However,” he added, “I don’t think 
we will ever do it. The little office- 
holders won't let us. No one in Geor- 
gia knows, or can know under the 
present arrangement, just what the 
county governments in Georgia do 
with all their money. We are eaten 
up with counties and are ‘courted’ to 
death by our judicial system.”

Charles S. Smith Speaks. 

Two of the most interesting ad- 
dresses of the day were delivered by 
Charles Stevenson Smith, of | the 
Washington bureau of the Associated 
Press, who spoke in the forenoon on 
the development of the foreign news 
service, and Dr. Morris Fishbein, 
noted physician and editor of the 
Journal of the American Medical As- 
sociation, as well as of the nationally- 
known medical magazine, Hygeia. 

Other speakers who were on the 
program of the six sessions held 
Thursday were Dr. Walter C. Jack- 
son, dean of the school of public ad- 
ministration, University of North 
Carolina: Milton Fleetwood, editor of 
the Cartersville Herald; Vrofessor 
John D. Allen. of Mercer University: 
Dr. Harvey W. Cox, president of 
Emory University: Attorney-General 
M. J. Yeomans, State Auditor Tom 
Wisdom. 

In his speech, Mr. Smith traced the 
development of foreign news reporting 
from the days prior to 1865, when 
it came, he said, by word of mouth. 
Crews and passengers on vessels ar- 
riving from Europe were the best 
news sources, talking “freely with in- 
quiring reporters,” Mr. Smith related, 
“giving the latest gossip of London 
coffee houses and Paris cafes.” 

Cable Network Progress Told. 

In 1865, he told his audience, the 
trans-Atlantic cable came into gen- 
eral effective use, although its maxi- 
mum transmission capacity at that 
time was only about 15 letters a min- 
ute, as compared with today’s net- 
work gf cables on which are trans- 
mitted 400 words a minute. 

American readers, the Associated 
Press foreign news expert said, ob- 
tain their European news free of bias, 
because it is written “by good Amer- 
icans who make an earnest effort to 
keep their fellow countrymen accu- 
oe informed about European af- 
airs. 

“All the bureaus of the Associated 
Press at important capitals in Europe 
are headed by American-trained news- 
papermen with American citizenship. 
Most of the bureau staff are Ameri- 
cans as well, The news is freed as 
far as is humanly possible from for- 
eign prejudice.” 

Dr. Fishbein asserted that a survey 
recently conducted shows that a great 
majority of people acquire their 
health information from the columns 
of their daily newspaper. “Health 
officers who are doing the most effi- 
cient work,” he added, “have come 
Their contact 
with the press of their cities is inti- 
mate, and the association has , been 
for the good of all.” 

Action and reaction of the Ameri- 
can public sentiment on the prohibi- 
tion law was termed “pendulum 
thinking” by the speaker, who referred 
to the 18th amendment and Volstead 
act as the result of propaganda. 

“Old Doctor Congress,” he _ said, 
“has himself seen fit to attempt to 
regulate the practice of medicine by 
dictating to physicians the amount 
and the frequency of prescription of 
medicine eontaining alcohol with a 


view to regulating the habits of the 
Amerjcan people. This legislation, 
hailed by well-nigh all the people as 
the salvation of all of us. is now in 
process of modification if not com- 
plete rejection. 

“It is a beautiful example of what 
has been characterized as pendulum 
thinking, with public opinion at one 
time at one or the other extreme of 
the swing of the pendulum, and with 
truth lying probably at dead center 
when the pendulum is still. It is to- 
day no secret that prohibition and 
Volsteadism came upon us through the 
campaign begun many years ago by 
insertion Into textbooks of examples 
and opinions indicating that alcohol 
is a deadly poison, that it invariably 
shortens life and promotes disease. 

“Today a survey of the available 
scientific literature indicates the fact 
that the moderate use of alcohol never 
appreciably shortened the life of any 
normal human being. 

“Public opinion make it difficult if 
not impossible for physicians in most 
of our states to use the alleviating 
powers of alcohol even to produce 
that state of well-being in elderly per- 
sons which physicians call euphoria.

“In my opinion the political rela- 
tionship between Great Britain and 
this country would be promoted and 
greatly strengthened by an agrees 
ment between the two nations as to 
stabilization of the currencies, 

“As there appears to be little like- 
lihood of our government turning 
away from the gold standard, the 
difficulties that these different cure 
rencies cause are bound to increase 
and to prevent closer trade relation- 
ships.” 

MacDonald’s statement was termed 
by Chairman Somers, of the house 
coinage committee, “the practical view 
for Great Britain to take.” 

He added that it was “to our fnter- 
est to have her go on the gold stand- 
ard at once,” saying the United 
States would be in a better condition 
to compete in world markets. 

“But Great Britain can’t go on a 
gold standard until her debts are ad- 
justed. She hasn't sufficient gold at 
present to give her currency a nom- 
inal gold value,” he said. 

“There is some question in my mind 
if Great Britain will ever go to gold 
again. If we revalue silver through 
any action of ours, she will be forced 
to a metal standard—gold or silver.”

Atlanta has been awarded the 1933 
southern tennis championship tourna- 
ment and the tentative dates have 
been set for July 4, it was learned 
by The Constitution Thursday.

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BASEBALL HIT 
HARD BY GOLF 
BUT HOLDS RANK 


National Pastime Tops Ri- 
vals Despite Challenges 
for. Leadership.

Is baseball in danger of losing front 
rank among American sports, surren- 
dering its once unchallenged position 
to golf or football? I have heard men 
question baseball’s right to term it- 
self the national pastime. 

I do not subscribe to such senti- 
ments. Despite the popularity of 
golf and the remarkable crowds which 
attend football games in the fall, I 
believe baseball still ranks first in 
the affections of a majority of Ameri- 
cans. 

Baseball’s right to call itself the 
premier American sport actually wus 
challenged by the American Olympics 
committee. The committee put on a 
show of a typical American sport for 
the visiting athlétes in Los Angeles. 
It snubbed baseball and despite the 
fact that football was out of season, 
it staged an August football game 
between collegians from the east and 

est. It was the season when base- 
all should be in its zenith. Many 
baseball fans were angry over this 
slight. : 

2 it seems to me golf has hit 
haseball harder than any rival sport. 
Football coaches may hurt college 
baseball by discouraging star athletes 
from going out for the baseball team. 
But only in the fag end of the season 
and in World Series time jis football 
a rival for baseball at the gate. 

GOLF DIFFERENT. 

With golf, it is different. It is a 
year-around affair, but it usually hits 
the addict hardest in the spring. 
Many a man who used to wait for 
the first crash of a bat meeting a 
ball‘in early March now feels the 
same call to do the crashing him- 
self with a driver or brassie. 

A quarter of a century ago, the 
town’s sports activities were focused 
on the local ball team. The men of 
main street, the furniture dealer, the 
publisher of the daily or weekly news- 
paper, the doctor and others helped 
keep such teams alive. I once heard 
the late Warren G. Harding say his 
den back in Marion was papered with 
stock in the various baseball clubs of 
Marion, Ohio. These men paid the 
baseball team’s losses as they now 
pay dues in a golf club. 

Until the depression cut deeply into 
the family purses, these same men 
had been leaving their work at 3 or 
4 o'clock in the afternoon and have 
played their 19 holes before dinner. 
As their golfing enthusiasm went up, 
their baseball enthusiasm went down. 

I know of an instance of one man, 
who, by taking up golf, cost a minor 
league city its franchise. The man 
was Lucian Johnson, former president 
of the Norfolk and Western Railway 
Company. Johnson, a man who ad- 
vanced to his high position from an 
engine cab, was a great ldver of base- 
ball. His head office was in Roanoke, 
Va., and whenever he went to New 
York or Philadelphia, he never missed 
a game, no matter how poor the at- 
traction. 

LOST FRANCHISE. 

At the time Roanoke was in the 
Virginia league and Johnéon always 
purchased a season box behind the 
home dugout. In case there was a 


railroad executive always contributed 
with a sizeable check. Then he took 
up golf. Like a lot of other men 
the golf bug bit him badly. He still 
liked to talk about the big leaguers, 
but he preferred swinging a club to 
sitting in the stands. A year after he 
took up golf Roanoke dropped out of 
the Virginia league. 

Not only railroad executives and 
the old Wall Street crowd have been 
weaned away from baseball to a diet 
of golfing drives, putts and mashie 
pitches, Even the plumber, the gas- 
fitter,and the man who works with 
his hands started to take up golf. The 
public courses were full of artisans. 
A generation ago these men found 
their greatest joy in the bleachers. 

However, where I believe golf hit 
baseball hardest was in its appeal to 
boys. In the boom days of 1928 and 
the summer of 1929, it was estimated 
there were 5,000,000 men and boys 
caddying in this country. These boys 
grew up golf-minded, rather than 
baseball-minded. But when they had 
time off they practiced swinging clubs 
back of the caddy house instead of 
swinging a baseball bat. 

PITCH-PUTT COURSE. 

Last summer I passed a field be- 
hind the big Alexander Smith car- 
pet factory in Yonkers, N. Y. Boy 
formerly used it as a ball field. I 
observed there had been some altera- 
tions. Four holes. had been dug into 
different corners of the field. Boys, 
most of them caddies from Westches- 
ter courses, had converted the field 
into a four-hole pitch and putt course. 

Those boys were almost entirely of 
Slavic and Italian descent, the kind 
which produced the Coveleskies, Ko- 
netchys, Bodies and Lazzeris. The 
big sports heroes of those boys prob- 
ably were Sarazen, Johnny Farrell 
and the Turnesas. 

It may be that golf, which reached 
a peak in 1929, and the continued de- 
pression will drive the golfers, play- 
ers and caddies, back into the grand- 
stands, bleachers and sand lots. Quite 
a few golf members who resigned 
January 1 will be looking for a place 
to go in the warm afternoons next 
May and June. They again may suc- 
cumb to the lure of baseball. 

With fewer golfers, there will be 
fewer caddies. That means more boys 
to play baseball, for the red-blooded 
boy must find some outlet for his 
energy. 

This depression may still work to 
the advantage of baseball.

Conditions Improving. 
Campbell Eager To 
Test Giant Racer.

Associated Press Sports Writer. 

DAYTONA BEACH, Fla., Feb. 9. 
(?)—Marked improvement in beach 
conditions tonight gave promise that 
Sir Malcolm Campbell, here seeking 
to break his own world automobile 
speed record of 253 miles an hour, 
might be able to make his trials 
shortly. 

Racing officials, after-an inspection 
of the course, said that if it con- 
tinues to build up as rapidly as it has 
in the past 24 hours, the British driv- 
er should be able to put his giant rac- 
ing machine through a test run as 
early as Saturday or Sunday. 

Campbell was of the opinion, how- 
ever, that it might be Monday before 
the long stretch of sand smoothes out 
sufficiently to permit high speed rac- 
ing. A strong northeast wind blew in 
from the ocean today, churned the 
waves vigorously and hurled them 
high up on the beach. The receding 
water ironed out many corrugations 
and irregularities, packed the sand 
firmly and straightened the sbore line 
in several places. 

Although the 10-day period set for 
the trials begins tomorrow, racing of: 
ficials said it would be almost impos- 
sible for Campbell to make a test run 
then. The high tide today strewed 
soft, red sand and light shell on sec- 
tions of the course and the officials es- 
timated it would require two days for 
the beach to clear. 

Low tide, which is the only time 
Campbell can make his trials, occurs 
at 2:21 p. m., eastern standard time, 
Saturday; 2:58 p. m. Sunday, and 
3:36 p. m. Monday. If conditions are 
favorable, he probably would be able 
to use the beach two hours before and 
two hours after low ebb. 

With the course rapidly shaping up, 
Campbell was in high spirits today and 
eager to test out his 2,500-horsepower 
racing machine, that has not been 
driven since it was rebuilt. 

“IT hope the beach will be ready by 
Sunday,” he said, “or in any case that 
this northeast wind continues to im- 
prove the beach. I understand I may 
expect about three days of this cloudy 
weather before there will be a change 
to allow tides to run out and let me 


drive. , 

“T shall be glad to see the tides re- 
cede and a long strip of white speed- 
way left. I hope it will be just ex- 
actly right because I shal] attempt to 
make a test run and the record run 
on the same day.” pe 

Meanwhile, other activities here in 
connection with the speed trials were 
postponed because of adverse elements.

MONROE OPENS 
NEW STONE GYM 
WITH 2 GAMES 


Many Notables Attend 
Opening; Banquet Is 
Given Visitors.

MONROE, Ga., Feb. 9.—Denton 
Hall, Monroe High school’s splendid 
new granite and wood gymnasium, 
was formally opened tonight before a 
large crowd of state notables and citi- 
zens of Monroe and Walton county. 
There was a fine banquet, followed by 
two excellent games of basketball. 

The spirit of the Monroe citizens in 
turning whole-heartedly to the task of 
providing Monroe High school its 
first gymnasium in times of stress 
was well summed up by Coach W. A. 
Alexander, of Georgia Tech, who was 
here as a guest and one of the speak- 
ers on the banquet program. : 

Coach Alexander told the Monroe 
people that Tech had not been able to 
rebuild its gymnasium, which was de- 
stroyed by fire, and highly praised the 
citizens for facing the depression 
with a laugh and building one for 
their sons and future citizens. 


“You have done a splendid job of 
work,” Coach Alexander said, “and to 
you is due a great measure of credit. 
More of our people should copy your 
example.” 

It was a gala night for Monroe. 
Red Barron’s Aggies defeated the 
Georgia Freshmen, 33 to 20, in the 
first game, and then Monroe High 
School, coached by Ed Crowley, for- 
mer Tech star, won over Athens High, 
24 to 22, in an intensely interesting 
game, 

_There were at least 200 notables, 
citizens and students at the banquet 
which was held in the gymnasium, 
and more than 700 attended the games. 


Among the prominent persons at- 
tending were Ed Rivers, speaker of 
the house; Senator Leverett, Hugh 
Carrithers, president pro tem. of the 
senate; Nap Burson, assistant secre- 
tary of state; Ellis Arnold, speaker 
pro tem.; Roy Harris, Ed Almand, 
representative; J. T. Preston, repre- 
sentative from Monroe; C, S. Cal- 
ton, representative from Johnson 
county; Superintendent B. M, Greer, 
of Athens: High school; Dr. Edwin 
D. Pusey, dean of education, Athens; 
Millard Caldwell, congressman-elect 
from the third Florida district ; Coach 
Alexander and George Griffin, of Tech, 
and Coaches Harry Mehre and John- 
ny Broadnax, of the University of 
Georgia. 

Roy Nunnally, chairman of the 
board of education of Monroe, made 
the principal speech at the banquet. 
Alexander and Mehre were other 
speakers. 

The gymnasium was named in honor 
of Superintendent J, N. Denton, of 
Monroe High school, who made the 
gymnasium possible. His untiring ef- 
forts were highly commended. 

Approximately 500 tons of granite 
were hauled in trucks from Logan- 
ville and Jersey, neighboring towns, by 
students. ~The stone was available at 
a low figure and the entire town 
“nitched in” to aid in the construc- 
tion of the gym. 

Five weeks from the time the first 
shovel of dirt was turned the com- 


pleted gymnasium was ready for use. 


Supports were decorated in purple 
and white, Monroe High colors, and 
there was an entire side of the court 
turned over to the students, who made 
the welkin ring throughout for the 
Monroe teams. 

Red Barron's Aggies fought like all 
Barron teams fight to turn back the 
Georgia Freshmen. The Aggies led 
at the half 13 to 8, and held the 
lead from there on. 

The scoring was pretty evenly di- 
vided among the Aggies, with Hyder 
leading with 7 points. Miller and 
Thompson made 6 apiece. Monroe 
guards limited the Freshmen’s best 
effort at high scoring to 4 points. 
Baxter, Wisdom and Chastain each 
totaled that number.

Carnera in Line for Title 
Fight If He Wins 
This One.

NEW YORK, Feb. 9.—(#)—Primo 
Carnera can win himself another 
match with Champion Jack Sharkey 
tomorrow night. but for Ernie Schaaf 
there looms only his usual second- 
place berth in the titleholder’s pri- 
vate stabie, win, lose or draw. 

They meet for 15 rounds in Madison 
Square Garden in the most important 
heavyweight tilt of the indoor season, 
The Garden has made provisions for 
future matches only on the basis of & 
Carnera victory. ‘ 

Primo, with an attorney acting as 
his manager, agreed to terms for a 
match with Sharkey in June here, 
provided that he whips the cham- 
pion’s protege tomorrow night. It was 
further agreed that if Carnega should 
by any chance beat Sharkey in June, 
then the Italian giant would defend 
his newly won crown under Garden 
auspices next September, or at least 
in 1934. 

In the eyes of the experts, all these 
arrangements seemed needless today, 
inasmuch as Schaaf, whose contract 
is owned in part by Sharkey, stood 
out as a 2-to-1- favorite to lick Car- 
nera. 

Sharkey walloped Carnera with 
great ease and completeness in 15 
rounds early in the fall of 1931, but 
there have been widespread reports, 
indignantly denied, that the Italian 
would be aided to victory tomorrow 
night for the financial purposes of a 
return match. The doubters pointed 
out that there would be no object in 
Schaaf winning, inasmuch as fans 
would never stand for a title match 
between him and Sharkey.

Talmadge Commutes 
Sentence of Hughes 


Governor Eugene Talmadge Thurs- 
day commuted the death sentence im- 
posed on Wallace Hughes, Atlanta 
youth, to life imprisonment. Hughes 
was the first condemned man to ap- 
peal to the new governor for his life. 
The youth shot and killed two men in 
a holdup of Hartman’s cafe on Luckie 
street early in 1932. 

In granting the commutation, Gov- 
ernor Talmadge went again:: the rec- 
ommendation of the prison commission, 
which earlier Thursday had unani- 
mously refused to recommend clem- 
ency. 

In his order, the governor said that 
he was commuting the sentence be- 
eause of Hughes’ youth and because 
the supreme court was divided, three 
to three, in refusing to grant him a 
new trial. Hughes is 18 years old. A. 
W. Powell argued the appeal for 
Hughes, whil: clemency was apposed 
by Assistant Solicitors E. A. Stephens 
and John H. Hudson. 

Hughes’ victims were J. W. Hamil- 
ton and G. C. Moon. He was tried only 
for the murder of Hamilton, but it 
was said at the solicitor’s office Thurs- 
day afternoon that he probably would 
not be tried on the indictment in con- 
nection with the killing of Moon,

Photo Electric Tubes Developed, 
Used by Firm Here To Detect Smoke 


Photo electric tubes, which reached 
a stage of development this week that 
caused them to open the doors of New 
York’s newest tea room as the shadow 
of an approaching customer crossed 
the “electric eye,” have been in use 
in Atlanta for some time, representa- 
tives of the General Electric Company 
said Thursday. 

At Rich’s department store they are 
used to detect smoke. Most of the fire 
troubles in this store originate in the 
trash chute runing from the top floor 
to the basement, and some drawn in 
by the circulating ventilating fan in 
the basement. With the introduction 
of the tubes. the draft of smoke (from 
the street) to a degree indicating 4a 
fire is automatically stopped. 


In a few days a light detecting tube | 
system will be installed in the Palmer 
bhilding, by which the building will: 
automatically be lighted when the | 


clouds come over the city to obscure 
natural light. This system has been 
in use in Tuscumbia, Ala., schools and 
has proved very successful, represent- 
atives of the company said.

Central. 

United States. Governments were 
inactive, but gradually firmer. Sev- 
eral of the treasury issues regained 
a part of yesterday's losses. Foreign 
loans were generally strong. The Ger- 
man group was irregular. 

In the utility division demand for 
the high-grade issues outweighed that 
in the less well-secured descriptions, 
and the same cleavage was noted in 
industrial loans.

Slam Inferences 7 


Slam bidding, the most fascinating 
phase of Contract strategy, is really 
based not upon a hit-or-miss proposi- 
tion, but upon scientifically drawn in- 
ferences. Two conditions are essen- 
tial before the possibility of a Slam 
= even be considered by the partner- 
phip: 

1, The partnership hands must con- 
tain favorable distribution—an ade- 
quate trump suit, some other suit 
Jength and usually a short suit. In 
other words, the hands must have 


i 
2. The combined hands must con- 
fain about 6 1-2 honor-tricks. 


Provided either partner has opened’ 


the bidding, the following inferences 
are in order: 

1. Any four notrump bid is uncon- 
ditionally Forcing, requiring partner 
to respond. It shows either (a) any 
three Aces or (b) any two Aces and 
the King of any suit previously bid 
by either partner. The player should 
avoit jumping into a four notrump 
bid so Jong as the game is not reached. 
In addition to the three Aces or two 
Aces and a King, the four notrump 
must contain sufficient values prac- 
tically to guarantee a contract of five- 
odd in some previously bid suit. 

Partner's responses are as follows: 

(a) If holding no added values for 
a six-bid, he should sign off with a 
lower ranking suit, provided such a 
suit has previously been bid by either 
partner; partner will, of course, ex- 
pect that such a suit may be quite un- 
satisfactory. 

(b) If holding sufficient added 
values for a six-bid, but only one Ace 
in the hand, he should contract di- 
rectly for six-odd in a suit previously 
bid by partner, when he holds ade- 
quate trump support; failing which, 
he should respond with a lower rank- 
jug suit. 

(c) If his hand contains two Aces, 
regardless of any other consideration, 
he must unconditionally respond with 
Jive notrump.

2. When, in the course of bidding, 
a five notrump bid is made directly 
(without being preceded by a four no- 
trump bid by either partner), it is 

unconditionally Forcing and 
shows at least three Aces and the King 
of a suit previously bid by either 
partner. five notrump bid indi- 
cates, of course, that the player has 
already made up his mind to contract 
at least for a Small Slam at some bid, 
and that in addition he is indicating 
the possibility of a Grand Slam. 

Partner’s responses are as follows: 

(a) If holding no added values, he 
signs off. with a bid of six in a suit 
for which he holds adequate trump 
support; failing which, he bids a low- 
er ranking suit that has been previ- 
ously bid. He may sign off even 
though his hand contains the fourth 
Ace, if no added values are held. 

(b) If holding added values, includ- 
ing an Ace, he contracts directly for 
seven-odd in a suit for which he holds 
adequate trump support. 

In signing off, when a choice is 
available between adequate trump 
support of partner’s bid and a six- 
card or longer suit bid of his own, 
with not more than one loser, the 
player should, as a rule, prefer the 
latter. Six notrump is not a Forcing 
bid, but a regulation bid reserved for 
rare hands on which a Small Slam at 
notrump is preferable to a Small 
Slam at a suit bid.

Trial in Rome. . 


ROME, Ga,, Feb. 9.—(?)—Counsel 
for Hugh Bowen and Frank Bowen, 
brothers, charged with slaying Ray- 
mond Kington, opened the defense late 
today by introducing a number of 
character witnesses, who testified gen- 
eral character of the brothers was 
“good.”
